affirm. Judicially, a new concept 
of the federal g 
em m ent’s power to regulate commerce. 
Government counsel argued that the art was a 
proper application of federal control over interstate 
commerce because it was designed to maintain peace­ 
ful relations between employers and employes and 
th at interruption of peaceful relations 
lerstate flow of raw materials and finished produ 
This approach, objected to on grounds that the 
act was not intended to regulate commeroe at all 
but to favor organisation of labor into unions, was 
not believed at the time to be strong enough to con­ 
vince a majority of the court that the labor act 
should 
be 
upheld

a new major problem of administration 
The second immediate effect of the rulings per 
tains to the issue of Judicial reorganization 
Presi 
dent Roosevelt and others authorised to speak for 
the administration have urged enlargement of tlie 
supreme court -th e only detail of the reorganization 
plan which they seem

eaaential—on the 
grounds of the court’s failure to keep pace with the 
spirit of the New Deal 
Certainly nothing which ha« 
been attempted under the New Deal mandate was 
more clearly designed to challenge the court than 
the labor act. now broadly upheld.

the court was divided and that Mr. Justice Roberts 
apparent conversion to New Deal thought patterns 
was the key to a favorable ruling does not seem vital 
A majority of five is as potent as a majority of six.

Infighting Used In West 
But East Strictly 
Bars Tactics

SACRAMENTO. C a l, April 1 4 - 
The rules committee of the

tional Collegiate Athletic
